three years to fits of laug hter, which 
occurred at 
first ev ery two or three 
mon ths, g radually in creasin g in fre­ 
quen cy to a dozen or more a day. 
The 
attacks oceuired especially between i* m 
the ev en in g an d (> :fl() in the morn in g , 
an d in g reatest frequen cy between 5 
an d bffJO. 
Some occurred also durin g 
the day, howev er the patien t happen ed 
to he occupied, in the in terv als between 
the attacks an d immediately before sud 
afterward the man was peifectlv well. 
The attacks set m with a ticklin g sen ­ 
sation arisin g from the toes ot the left
